Chicago, July 26 (By A. P.).— 
Launching its long-heralded inves- 
tigation into the Illinois senatorial 
primary, the Senate campaign funds 
committee today struck several 
snags. 

After testifying that he had con- 

tributed $125,000 to the candidacy 
of Col. Frank L. Smith, Republi- 
can nominee, and chairman of the 
Illinois commerce commission and 
$15,000 to the successful Demo- 
cratic candidacy of George E. 
Brennan, Samuel dnsull, Chicago 
public utilities executive, declined, 
pending conference with counsel, to 
say whether he had given financial 
aid to the Crowe-Barrett political 
organization in Chicago, which sup- 
ported Smith. 
Previously Allen F. Moore, 
Monticello Ill., campaign manager 
for Col. Smith and Republican na- 
tional committeeman, had declined 
to say who, beside himself and In- 
sull, were the chief contributors to 
the Smith campaign fund. He him- 
self spent about $75,000 in Smith’s 
interests, hé said. 


Both Given More Time. 


Insull was excused until tomor- 
row so that he might confer with 
his attorney, while Moore was 
given until Wednesday to produce 
his private memoranda, kept in 
cipher, and other papers bearing 
upon the campaign. 

Senator Reed (Democrat), Mis- 
souri, the committee chairman, di- 
rected Moore before his reappear- 
ance to confer with Col. Smith and 
“ascertain whether he wants to 
assume responsibility of refusal to 
disclose fully the names of con- 
tributors and the purposes for 
which money was paid.’’ 

The Republican national com- 
mitteeman told the committee that 
the toal sum “‘employed’’ in the 
Smith campaign was $253,547.51 
and presented a statement showing 
the purposes for which the money 
was spent. 

Moore said he kept no books and 
that the totals which he furnished 
the investigators were made up by 
an examination of his check stubs. 


Insull Calls Self Farmer. 


Insull, who described himself as 
‘a public utilities executive and 
incidentally a farmer,’ testified 
that besides the $125,000 which he 
gave to the Smith organization he 
spent $34,734.85 during the pri- 
mary campaign early this year in 
propaganda among the = foreign 
language groups and the negroes, 
opposing American entrance into 
the world court. 

“There is no question that Col. 
Smith benefitted from this cam- 
paign,’’ insull declared in response 
to a question by Senator Reed,

told the representative that an im- 
mediate operation would be neces- 


sary and recommended that the op-. 


eration be performed at Emergency 
hospitaé. 

Dr. White, after an examination, 
found that Mrs. Hill’s condition was 
So serious that only a blood transtu- 
sion could be expected to save her 
life. Without a moment’s hesita- 
tton Mr. Hill offered as much of his 
blood as was necessary. 

Tests were quickly made of Mr. 
Hill’s blood and it was found to be 
perfectly matched with that of his 
wife. Both were then removed to 
an operating room and a pint and 
a fifth of Mr. Hill’s blood was trans- 
fused from his veins into those of 
his wife. 


The transfusion was said to have} 


been one of the most successful ever 
performed at the hospital. Marked 
improvement was noticed in Mrs. 
Hill’s condition a short time later, 
and physicians said that although 
she is not yet out of danger her re- 
covery is virtually assured. 


MEYER DAVIS CHARGES 
DloMISoED BY JUSTICE 


Case Resulting From Fatal 
Crash of Autos Dropped 
at Hectic Hearing. 


THREATEN JURY APPEAL

Meyer Davis, cafe proprietor and 
orchestra impresario, was freed of 
charges of manslaughter and reck- 
less driving after a tumultous hear- 
ing held last night in Hyattsville. 
State’s Attorney Alan Bowie an- 
nounced immediately afterward 
that he would*take the case to the 
grand jury. 

The charges against Davis grew 
out of a crash in ,Riverdale the 
night of June 2, in which Bernard 
Beeker, of Philadelphia, was killed. 
Beeker was a passenger in an auto- 
mobile driven by Davis when it was 
in collision with a machine oper- 
ated by William Rogers. 

When Justice of the Peace John 
J. Fainter dismissed the charges, 
State’s Attorney Bowie iumped to 
his feet and, in an angry voice, 
shouted: 

“The State notes an appeal, and 
announces that this case will be 
taken to the grand jury. I wiil see 
that some action is taken.’’ 

M. Hampton Magruder, counsel 
for George B. A. Beeker, father of 
the man who was killed, followed 
Bowie. 

“IT have never heard of a more 
flagrant instance of prejudging a 
case,” he said. ‘‘We anticipated the 
whole business. The State’s at- 
torney and I were warned in iad- 
vance,”’ 

J. Wilson Ryon; one of the three 
attorneys representing Mr. Davis, 
interjected a statement this 
point. 

‘Counsel for Meyer 
declared, “says that 
like sour grapes.”’ 

There was a burst of handclap- 
ping when Justice of. the Peace 
Fainter announced his decision. 
But when the State’s attorney de- 
clared that he was going to take the 
case to the grand jury, there was 
even more applause and loud shouts 
of approval. 

The hearing, which was held in 
the garden of Constable Thomas 
Garrison’s home, was attended by 
more than 100 persons. 

In dismissing the charges against 
Mr. Davis, Justice of the Peace 
Fainter said that he felt that the 
accident was an unavoidable “one 
Referring to the testimony of wit- 
nesses that the Davis machine was 
traveling between 40 and 50 miles 
an hour, he said that it was impos- 
sible for a pedestrian standing on 
the curb to judge the speed of an 
automobile. 

Mr. Davis attended the hearing, 
but did not testify. In fact none 
of the defense witnesses testified. 
Miss Marion Northrop, who was in 
the Davis machine when the crash 
occurred, also was present.

REGEIVEAS ARE NAMED 
FOR OLD DUTCH MARKET 


Action Requested by Company 
to Prevent Suits, Court 
Is Informed. 


ASSETS TOP LIABILITIES 


The Old Dutch Market, Inc., 
which operates the original group 
of general market stores, went into 
the hands of receivers yesterday in 
equity court, at the request of 
Joseph A. Whitfield, presideng of 
the corporation. 

At his request, and with consent 
of the corporation itself, Justice 
Hoehling appointed Hillary G. Hos- 
kinson, one of the vice presidents 
of the Riggs National Bank, and 
Kenneth C: Ross, treasurer of the 
Old Dutch Market concern, as re- 
ceivers, and fixed their bond at 
$100,000. The receivers are direct- 
ed to take charge of the 21 Wash- 
ington: stores and they will eventu- 
ally take charge of the other two 
in Virginia. : 

Wihle Mr. Whitfield’s petition 
admits that the lack of working 
capital has been a serious handicap 
in the conduct of the corporation’s 
business, especially in the curtail- 
ment of credit, the assets of the 
corporation exceed its liabilities, 
he says. 

He listed the assets at $350,000 
and the liabilities at $272,000. The 
Old Dutch Market, Inc., which is 
a Virginia corporation, owns stock 
in the concern known as Zero Prod- 
ucts, Inc., and the Old Dutch Mar- 
ket, Inc., of Richmond and the Old 
Dutch Realty Co. These concerns 
are in a sound condition financially, 
Mr. Whitfield declares. 

According to Leonard A. Block, 
counsel for the corporation, who 
filed the consent order for the ap- 
pointment of receivers, the diffi- 
culties under which the corpora- 
tion is now laboring, are possible 
of solution. The financial diffi- 
culties date back several years, he 
said. 

By inference Mr. Whitfield in- 
forms the court that his main ob- 
ject in the receivership proceedings 
is to bring the business of the cor- 
poration under the wings of the 
court and prevent a multiplicity of 
lawsuits by crediors—which would 
only serve to increase the financial 
difficulties. 

It is also inferred that once the 
corporation has a breathing spell 
it may recuperate to the extent that

GOVERNOR OF TEXAS, 
BEATEN IN PRIMARY. 
WILL RESIGN OFFICE 


Mrs. Ferguson Defeated 
by Moody; Hopes to 
Quit by Nov. 1. 


WILL AWAIT SPECIAL 
LEGISLATIVE SESSION 


Calls :ainiliaais Before Re- 
tiring to Approve Bonds 
and Decide Inquirys. 


Austin, Tex., July 26 (By A. P.). 
The political fortunes which raised 
Mrs. Miriam Amanda Ferguson 
from a quiet home in Temple, Tex., 
to the governorship are soon to 
turn her footsteps back to domestic 
life. 

Gov. Ferguson announced late to- 
day she would resign as a,result of 
Saturday’s primary in which Attor- 
ney General Dan Moody led her by 
more than 100,000 votes. She had 
promised to resign if Moody beat 
her one vote, and he had promised 
to resign if she led him by 25,000 
votes. 

Moody will be the next governor 
of Texas, nomination on the Demo- 
cratic ticket being equivalent to 
election. 


Calls a Special Session. 


Simultaneously with her resigna- 
tion announcement, which also car- 
ried with it withdrawal from any 
possible primary runoff with Moody, 
Gov. Ferguson called a special ses- 
sion of the legislature to meet Sep- 
tember 13 to validate Texas dis- 
trict road bonds and to “investi- 
gate any department of the State 
government that the legislature 
may see fit to investigate.’”’ 

Her resignation will be effective 
just as soon as this special session 
has disposed of these matters, the 
governor announced. She said she 
hoped to retire from office not later 
than November 1. 

Moody early tonight relinquished 
his small majority over the five oth- 
er candidates. 

The vote stood: Moody, 366,954; 
Ferguson, 252,425; Davidson, 110,- 
113; Zimmerman, 2,421; Johnston, 
1,830; Wilmans, 1,443. 

Result is *‘Too Decisive.” 

“T have determined that the lead 
of the opposition is so decisive that 
I would be doing violence to my 
own interests as well as to the in- 
terests of the people were I to fur- 
ther insist upon my candidacy,’ 
said Mrs. Ferguson’s statement. 
‘‘And I have no desire to further 
embroil the people in another cam- 
paign.”’ 

If the legislature aéts with dis- 
patch, Mrs. Ferguson will step out 
of office abaut 21 months after the 
people raised her to that position 
with an overwhelming vodte. The 
usual custom of giving the incum- 
bent a second term in this State is 
to be denied the first woman gov- 
ernor. 

Prior to her decision the govern- 
or conferred with her husband, 
James E. Ferguson, who had done 
most of her campaigning, and their 
friends, one of whom was Joseph 
Weldon Bailey, of Dallas, former 
United States senator and stanch 
Ferguson supporter. 

The validation of Texas road 
bonds, which had been declared in- 
valid by the United States Supreme 
Court in the celebrated Archer case, 
was one of the principal issues in 
the primary campaign.

One Codefendant Held Guilty | 
and 6 Others Released; 
Appeal Planned. 


New York, July 26 (By A. P.).— 
William V. Devyer, head of an 
alleged $40,090,000 rum-running 
syndicate, tonight was found guilty 
of conspiracy to violate the national 
liquor and customs law. 

E. C. Cohron, one of seven others 
indicted with Dwyer, was also found 
guilty. The other six defendants 
were acquitted. Dwyer and Cohron 
were found guilty on only one of 
three counts of the indictment upon 
which they were tried. 

The defendants acquitted 
Arch M. Eversole, George Clyde, 
Walter Wieder, James J. McCam- 
bridge, Edward Gallagher and Will- 
iam B. Maloney. 

The jury reached an agreement 
after deliberations lasting since 
11:45 o’clock this morning.

Imprisonment and Fine. 

Federal Judge Julian W. Mack 
immediately after the verdict was 
returned sentenced Dwyer to the 
maximum penalty of two years’ ime- 
prisonment and a $10,000 fine. 
Stating that there was a degree of 
difference in the guilt of Dwyer and 
Cohron, Judge Mack then sentenced 
Cohron to two years in the peniten- 
tiary and a fine of $5,000. The 
judge refused to delay passing sen- 
tence despite the pleas of attorneys 
for the defendants. 

Admission to bail for the con- 
victed men was. also denied by 
Judge Mack. He permitted them to 
go to their homes, accompanied by 
United States deputy marshals, 
however, after which they were 
taken to the Tombs prison to re- 
main pending an appeal in their be- 
half. 

The Dwyer conspiracy trial be- 
gan on July 6. Two days were 
needed to pick jurors because tales- 
men not prejudiced against the pro- 
hibition act were hard to find. One 
defendant, Jack Kirsch, a ‘‘foreign 
agent’’ of the ring, pleaded guilty, 
and two others, Louis Maul and 
Harry E. Rairden, were discharged 
because of imsufficient evidence 
during the trial. 


Bribery Was Related. 


Testimony of prosecution wit- 
nesses included bribing or attempt- 
ed bribing of coast guardsmen, cus- 
toms inspectors and prohibition en- 
forcement men, the use of govern- 
ment cutters to land whisky, and in- 
timations of great power of protec- 
tion in Washington. The prosecu- 
tor contended that the “Dwyer rum 
ring” operated a fleet of steamers, 
speed boats and marine garages, 
and had a signal system with coast 
guard boats and a ticker service for 
tips on police activities. It was 
claimed whisky valued at $40,000,- 
000, had been smuggled into the 
United States between October, 
1923, to June, 1926. 

The trial was featured by the 
disappearance of Charles Augustus 
Smith, a government witness, dur- . 
ing the noon recess on July 22, after 
he had been branded in court as a 
navy and wife deserter. He was 
later arrested on a bench warrant 
and held in $10,000 bail by the 
United States commissioner on a 
charge of perjury. 

Arrested Last December. 


Dwyer and twenty others were ar- 
rested December 3, 19256, on the 
specific charge of conspiring last 
July to bring 4,038 cases of whisky 
into the United States in the biink- 
ers of the steamer Augusta. The ~ 
grand jury on January 26 indicted gq 
61 men, including 13 members or 
former members of the coast guard.. 
There were three indictments — 
against Dwyer and some of his asgo-

Fate and circumstance so united 
that Robert Todd Lincoln, last of 
the Great Emancipator’s immediate 
family to bear the name, was pres- 
ent at the assassination of two 
American Presidents and within 
sound of the shots that mortally 
wounded a third. 

When young Lincoln was gradu- 
ated from Harvard in 1864, his 
father granted his request to enter 
the army. As a captain and mem- 
ber of General Grant’s staff, he wit- 
nessed the surrender of General Lee 
at Appomattox. 

Hurrying to Washington, the cap- 
tain arrived there on April 14 and 
gave his father the first definite 
news of the surrender. He was in 
Ford’s theater ‘when John Wilkes 
Booth shot and fatally wounded the 
President. 

Later, as Secretary of War in 
President Garflield’s Cabinet, he was 
supposed to accompany the chief 
executive on a trip to the New Eng- 
land States, July 2, 1881, but a last 
minute development prevented. He 
went to the station to explain, ar- 
riving just as Guiteau shot Garfield. 


Stood Near McKinley. 


Lincoln was among the many 
prominent men invited:to the Buf- 
falo exposition in 1901 and was 
nearby September 6 when Leon 
Czolgosz, an anarchist, fired twice 
-* President William McKinley from 
close range, one of the bullets caus- 
ing the executive’s death eight days 


later. 


Robert was Abraham Lincoln’s 
first child, born August 1, 1843 in 
Springfield, Ill. Before attendin:z 
Harvard he was a student in th 
University of Illinois and Philip 
academy, Exeter, N. H. 

He preferred the practice of lav 
to politics. He was mentioned fo 
the Presidency, but discouraged et 
torts in his behalf. 

His retiring nature sometime. 
made it appear to many that he wa 
taciturn, but his close friends de 
scribed him as a ‘‘warm-hearted 
lovable, charming gentleman.”

10,000 ae peer 
To Be Released in 1947

Twenty-one years hence—or on 
July 26, 1947——Lincoln letters of 
great historical importance, now 
sealed and under lock in the Li- 
brary of Congress, will be opened 
for public inspection as the result 
of the death yesterday at Manches- 
ter, Vt., of Robert Todd Lincoln, 
who was the only gurviving son of 
the Civil war President. 

More than 10,000 letters com- 
prise the collection which has been. 
stored for safe keeping in the man- 
uscript division of the library, to 
which the papers constituting this 
rich historical mine was delivered 
by Robert Todd Lincoln about five 
years ago. 

Several years after placing the 
collection in the library Mr. Lin- 
coln,’in January, 1923, executed an 
agreement by which he presented 
the papers, not to the library, but 
to the government of the United 
States, to be kept in the library, 
under lock and key without access 
to the historians until 21 years 
after the donor’s death. 

he gollection comprises letters 
both to and from President Lin- 
coln. Adso drafts of his state pa- 
pers, pamphlets and newspaper 
clippings which belonged to Presi- 
dent Lincoln.

Federation Tells Gov. Byrd 
It Has List of Men Eligible 
for Membership. 


GIFT TO LEE HIGHWAY. 


ARLINGTON COUNTY

The governor of Virginia having 
appointed his special representa- 
tives to serve with the National 
Capital park and planning commis- 
sion without -consulting the Arling- 
ton County Civic Federation, Presi- 
dent Robert E. Plymale, at the di- 
rection of the federation, has sent 
the following letter to the gover- 
nor: 

“It has come to the attention of 
the Civic Federation of Arlington 
County that you have appointed 
three citizens of Arlington county 
as members of the commission to 
collaborate with the National Cap- 


ital park and planning commission 
in the regional treatment of Greater 
Washintgon. 

“Ags you, no doubt, have been ad- 
vised, the movement on the part of 
Virginia and Maryland to assist the 
National park and planning com- 
mission was initiated by this feder- 
ation. Much favorable comment on 
our action has been made by the 
Washington press. Senator Frank 
L. Ball, at our request, fostered 
legislation which was passed by the 
last general assembly and approved 
by your excellency. 

“The federation has the highest 
regard for the gentlemen appointed 
by you, but feels that some recog- 
nition is due representative civic 
planners whose efforts should be 
utilized because of their standing 
with the membership of the Na- 
tional park and planning commis- 
sion and the Maryland commission. 

“This commitee of three could 
be ably assisted by others. Our 
federation, representing 34 local as- 
sociations, request that additional 
members be appointed by your ex- 
cellency and is prepared, through 
R. E. Plymale, its president, to fur- 
nish you with a‘selected list of per- 
gons with proven ability, should you 
so destre.’”’ 


“The controversy over the route 


importance to Washington and Vir- 
ginia,’’ declared William S. Hoge, 
chairman of the right of way com- 
mittee of the association, last night, 

‘Lee Highway association has se- 
cured as practically a free gift a 
200-foot right of way from Arling- 
ton bridge to the Porter woods. No 
one questions the wisdom of this 
location, and Clarendon, Ballston, 
Lyon Village, Falls Church and all 
of Arlington county are the bene- 
ficiaries. 

‘Tee Highway association has se- 
cured a 200-foot right of way for 
a boundary boulevard bounding 
and rounding out the large holdings 
of the Federal government to Ar- 
lington cemetery and Fort Myer and 
this was done in order to assist the 
city planning commission and upon 
the suggestion of officials of the 
government. 

“Lee Highway association has se- 
cured the gift of an almost 17-acre 
tract of land as beautiful as Rock 
Creek park within 4% miles of the 
White House as a public park and 
has also secured a 200-foot right 
of way to enable the citizens of 
Washington to reach the park. No 
such tract of land could be secured 
so close to the heart of Washington 
for $100,000.

London, July 26 (By A. P.).— 
yorkshire pudding, served with 
roast beef, is the most popular of 
all made dishes enjoyed by the peo- 


pie of Great Britain. It also 
used as a dessert, which is the way 
the Prince of Wales likes it best. ¢ 

As its name implies, the pudding 
@riginated in the county of York- 
shire several generations ago. It 
comprises three ingredients—eggs, 
milk and flour. 

The eggs are beaten up with the 
flour, and the milk added in such 
quantity as to make rather a thick 
liquid. This igs poured into a bak- 
ing tin, giving the batter a depth 
9f about an inch or more, according 
to the thickness desired. 

The pudding, as a side dish, is 
taked until it becomes brown and 
a little crusty, and during the bak- 
ing process gravy from the meat is 
poured over the pudding and in 
Yorkshire, more especially, the 
meat is placed between pieces of 
the pudding and eaten as a sand- 
wich with seasonable vegetables.

FERGUSON'S DEFEAT. 
The of Texas have repudiated 
the government of ‘‘Ma’’ Ferguson. Although 
the returns are not definitely known, enough 
voting precincts have been counted to indi- 
cate a plurality for Moody, the young attorney 
general, of considerably more than 100,000 
over Gov. Ferguson, with the possibility that 
he may have a majority over all. In the 
event of a run-off primary between the highest 
two, as required by the State law should no 
candidate have a clear majority of all votes 
cast. the greater portion of the support of 
Davidson, the third candidate, doubtless will 
go to Moody. His nomination seems assured. 
- Administration of the affairs of Texas by a 
woman has brought such a change in political 
sentiment that it is practically impossible for 
those not conversant with the local situation to 
discover the real cause for this tremendous re- 
versal from the 1924 vote. Two years ago 
“Ma’’ Ferguson proved a popular candidate. 
She entered the race to vindicate her husband, 
who had been governor but was impeached 
and thrown out of office. Her influence was 
such that the legislature passed a bill restor- 
ing the rights of citizenship to former Gov. 
‘“Jim,’’ who thereupon became her official 
counselor and legislative adviser. 

‘In many of her official acts ‘‘Ma’”’ Ferguson 
was charged with being controlled too much 
by her womanly heart. This yielding to ap- 
peals for sympathy and a disinclination to lis- 
ten to her duly constituted legal advisers got 
her into hot water and created a situation 
which, from the viewpoint of party leaders, 
became unbearable. Organization to encom- 
pass her defeat at the primaries was the 
natural consequence, and the political experi- 
ment begun less than two years ago was con- 
demned as impracticable. 

. That Gov. Ferguson was not without a per- 
sonal following of goodly proportions is shown 
by her total vote, which runs well up toward 
250,000. There were two other women candi- 
dates, but between them they polled less than 
6,000 votes. The support of Gov.

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* MATCHES, MARRIAGES AND DIVORCES. 

' The census bureau finds there were 24 es- 
tablishments in the United States, during the 
year 1925, making matches. By matches it 
must be understood those little sticks of pine 
oF spruce wood, with a fulminate on one end, 
and used principally for lighting cigarettes, are 
meant.

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THROUGH TALKING, 
The Treasury is ‘‘through talking’’ with the 
British authorities ‘‘about Great Britain’s war 
loans of the United States.’’ That is a wise 


decision. It makes very little difference how 
the loans were spent. That is a matter resting 
wholly with Great Britain, although it was un- 
derstood originally that the money should be 
spent in the United States. Much of it was. 

The British debt owing the United States 
has been adjusted and funded; both Congress 
and the British government have agreed to the 
terms of the adjustment and Great Britain has 
started payment according to its terms. 

Not until the French situation developed, 
and the political activity of: a few French 
statesmen came to the surface, was there any 
sign of European hostility to the United States. 
The war debts of all the principal countries ex- 
cept France have been amicably adjusted and 
agreed to. Whatever enmity to the United 
States has been manifested recently comes 
from France, and is seized upon by,a few Brit- 
ish: leaders to attempt to influence political 
opinion in the United States, on the eve of 
a senatorial and representative election. 

It is significant that this alleged enmity and 
hostility is repeated by Americans who are op- 
posed to the Coolidge administration and the 
fiscal and tariff policy of that administration. 
The source should be considered by the well- 
wishers of America. There is a feeling that 
foreign influence is altogether too aggressive 
in attempting to control and dictate American 
politics, American legislation and America’s 
foreign policy. :

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A RECORD-BREAKING YEAR. 


The Commerce Year Book for 1925 pro- 
nounces last calendar year the most prosperous 
in the history of the United States. Considered 
in its entirety, industry and commerce reached 
the highest levels ever attained, not even ex- 
cepting the abnormal war period. Neverthe- 
less, it was not a particularly speculative, but 
rather a normal and continuous year. There 
was m boom, no excessive expansion of credit. 
The basic reason for this unprecedented busi- 
ness was, according to the Department of 
Commerce, increasing efficiency of business 
and commerce. 

The increase in the output of manufacturing 
industries was accompanied by a greater vol- 
ume of employment and wages. Average wages, 
in terms of money, continue twice as high as 
before the war. The workingman is enjoying 
the highest real wages in American industrial 
history. 

The average prices of important farm prod- 
ucts were higher in 1925 than in 1924; while 
the retail price level of food has risen slightly, 
corresponding with the rise in prices at the 
farms. ‘The cost of living rose 3 per cent in 
1925 over 1924. 

While the excess of commodity exports over 
commodity imports was less in 1925 than in 
1924, American capjtal to the extent of more 
than a billion dollars was loaned or invested 
abroad. Exports of manufactured commodi- 
ties increased 25 per cemt, and in agricultural 
products the increase was 12 per cent, as com- 
pared with 1924. Altogether, the year 1925 
was a banner year. There is no room for the

But the recent 
decision of that learned and wise judge may 
have just as important a bearing on future 
generations as any ever handed down by the 
United States Supreme Court since the days of 
Chief Justice Marshall.

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WASHINGTON’'S FIRE PROTECTION. 


The District commissioners should be justi- 
fiably proud of the praise accorded the fire 
department and fire regulations by the com- 
mittee on fire prevention and engineering 
standards of the National Board of Fire Under- 
writers in a report submitted Saturday. They 
should not, however, lose sight of the fact that 
certain recommendations for improvement of 
conditions were urged. 

Specifically, the committee finds the fire de- 
partment is under suitable supervision and is 
a well organized force under command of a 
competent and capable chief, but adds the 
warning that some of the men have attained an 
age warranting retirement. The organization of 
water supply is good, records are satisfactory, 
3ource of supply is ample—but consumption is 
high and pressures only fair. Apparatus is 
generally in good condition and of a good 
type—but in certain sections more is needed. 
The fire alarm system is satisfactory and well 
managed—but the operating force is slightly 
inadequate. 

Moreover, and most important, the com- 
mittee recommends that the size of several 
distributing water mains be increased and that 
standards be adopted calling for 8-inch mains 
in residential districts and 12-inch mains in 
mercantile and manufacturing districts, with 
even larger mains in certain specified streets. 
Attention is called to the fact that fire flow 
vests indicate that the quantity of water ava'l- 
able in the congested value district is insuffi- 
cient, due to small mains poorly connected 
with the arteries. 

No one is exempt from the hazard of unex- 
pected fire, and fire protection is of vital im- 
portance to the entire community. The criti- 
cism contained in the report should be made 
the basis of increased activity toward making 
the fire department as nearly perfect as hu- 
manly possible. 
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The children’s bureau of the Department of 
Labor reports that out of 22,000,000 school 
children in the United States, 19,000,000 are 
defective physically; and that out of these 
15,000,000 are defective for preventable 
reasons. How does the bureau know this? 
Did it examine the 22,000,000 children?

yy oe to attain power without sacrificing one’s freedom is one of the 
most difficult problems that men face in playing their part in or- 


The preservation of one’s freedom is a relatively simple matter if one 


is content to be a free-lance and to covet no power beyond the power of 


argument. 


But the individual who serves an institution—church or state or unt- 
versity—must face and find an answer to the problem of preserving his 
freedom if he is to be more than a hireling. 


There is a subtle poison in power that eats into a man’s moral reserve 


unless he stands guard over his freedom of thought and action. 
I suspect that with this problem, as with many others, the solution 
must be found primarily in the spirit of the individual. 


“One may go from hut to palace,’’ Mussolini once said, 


‘‘provided one 


is always ready to go back from palace to hut.’”’ 


This is probably the only absolute guaranty of freedom that a man 


can find. 


Any institution sooner or. later finds its freedom, directly or indirectly, 


threatened by the sources of its support. And this is not primarily be- 
cause the supporters have any sinister designs on the institutions they 


support, but simply because the whole of organized society is a sort of 
conspiracy against the freedom of its parts. 

It is difficult for an institution to be supported by a social order 
without being submissive to that social order. 

But an institution might select its support so carefully that it was 
surgically clean of temptations to twist its policies into harmony with 
reigning orthodoxies, and still its individual servants might fall short 


of being free men. 


I happen to be particularly interested in the fredeom of universities, 
and it becomes daily clearer to me that the conquest and care of a 
university’s freedom is a problem of the spirit of university men as well 
as a problem of the support of university machinery. 

The history of universities makes it clear that beyond the occasional 
coarse demand of donors for compliance lies the larger peril of a thou- 
sand subtle subsidies of prejudice, of passion, of class consciousness, or 
moral timidity, of constricted vision, of inadequate intellectual capacity, 
of formalism, of fear in the face of mass judgment, and of unconscious 
surrender to all the standardizing forces of modern civilization. 

These foes of a university’s freedom lie not in the budget of the 
university, but in the brains of its scholars. 

Institutions must scrutinize their support for signs of selfish schemes; 
individuals must scrutinize their spirits for signs of sycophantic 


surrender. 


And both will do well to remember that ‘‘one may go from hut to 
palace, provided one is always reday:to go back from palace to hut.”’

Chicago, July 26 (By A. P.).— 
Golf courses around Chicago grow 
up faster than statistics can be com- 
piled, but there are now 162 made 
or in the making, with work on the 
last two started in the Cook county 
forest preserves. 

Four such forest links are now 
open and one of them accommo- 
dated 734 players one fine Sunday 
in June. The two new ones will 
make 35. public fee courses around 
the city. The county board's plan 
for building them in the fee class 


is to remove the cost from the tax-

Idol of Marines Says 


fensive Against Dem 


He Won’t Be on De- 
psey—Studies Before 


Entering Ring—Won A. E. F. Honors. 


EW YORK, July~-26 (By the 
Associated Press).—-The ma- 
rines told it to Gene Tunney 

seven years ago, when he was the 
champion of them all as a boxer in 
France, and he hasn’t forgotten. 
The confidence of his buddies, ex- 
pressed in 1919, that he would 
reach the pinnacle of the fighting 
heap some day, is now a big incen- 
tive for Tunney to defeat Jack 
Dempsey. 

From marines Tunney first learn- 
ed to fight, with implements of war 
as well as with 
gloves. Soldier-like, he now is dis- 
ciplining himself for another battle. 

“You know I always fight my 
battles out beforehand,” said Tun- 
ney. ‘I mean by that I plan and 
live through them by myself, figur- 
ing out my opponent’s and my own 
attack and defense. That’s the rea- 
son I like the quite and solitude of 
the woods for my training. Then 
when it comes time to step through 
the ropes I haven’t any worries or 
doubts, but if I had I could banish 
them quickly by the thought of how 
little harm my opponent’s punches 


can do as compared with a spray 
of machine-gun bullets. I can see 


the punches.” 
“TD pion, of course, but 
except for the atmos- 
phere and the knowledge that 
this is my biggest chance so far, 
it won't seem a great deal dif- 
ferent I om my other important 
fights.

TO MEET IN 
DISTRICT 


Plans for 1928 Games 
to Be Brought Up 
Here Nov. 17-18. 


ESSIONS. of the American 
S olympic committee, composed 
of leaders in amateur athletics 
throughout the United States, will 
be held in Washington on Novem- 
ber 17 and 18, according to a state- 
ment made by Charles H. Ornstein, 
member of the/committee, during 
a visit to Washington yesterday. 
Decision to grant the committee 
meeting to Washington was reached 
s0 as to enable the members of the 
body, who are also delegates to 
the national convention of the 
Amateur Athletic union, to come 
right from Baltimore here and 
clean up the two jobs in one week. 
The national A. A. U. convention 
will be held in Baltimore on No- 
vember 14, 15 and'16.~ 
The two sessions, the first in 
Baltimore and the second here, will 
be the most important from the 
standpoint of amateur athletics of 
the year. The Baltimore conven- 
tion is expected to outline the 
policy of the A. A. U. for the com- 
ing year and pass on the numereus 
records that have been established 
in the past twelve months but not 
yet sanctioned. The A. A. U. del- 
egates will also concern themselves 
with the plans of that organization 
in the Antwerp olympics. 


HE deliberations 

Olympic committee will 

of course deal entirely 
with the participation of this 
country in the international 
games at Antwerp in 1928. The 
chairman of the committee 1s 
Judge Robert M. Thompson, of 
Washington, who for years has 
taken the lead in the organiza~ 
tion of American olympic teams.

It is understood that one of the 
principal subjects that will come 
before the committee will be a 
plan of financing the 1928 Olympic 
team. In other years the authori- 
ties in charge of the arrangements 
for the olympic trip have depended 
on voluntary contributions to raise 
the money necessary to send a 
team. 

There is decided movement, 
ever, to stabilize 
the athletic crusade, and plans to 
raise money in some systematic 
method probably will be advanced 
by several members of the commit- 
tee for consideration of the entire 
body.

Tells Post Radio Hour Fans 
Method for Obtaining 
Licenses. 


BUREAU WILL KEEP 
_ RECORDS OF AUTOISTS 


Urges Applications Be Made 
Soon to Avoid Drastic 
Action Later. 


M. O. Eldridge, director of traf- 
fic, broadcasting during The Post’s 
radio hour over WCAP last night, 
eonnke as follows: 

The amended traffic act, which 


was passed by Congress and ap- 
proved by President Coolidge on 
July 8, provided that hereafter all 
new permits for driving motor ve- 
hicles in the District of Columbia 
shall be issued for a period of three 
years from the date of issuance, 
and that all outstanding permits 
shall be renewed as soon as prac- 
ticable, good for three years from 
the date of issuance. The fee for 
each of these classes of permits 
will be three dollars, payable to the 
collector of taxes. 

In the enactment of this legisla- 
tion it was clearly the intent of 
Congress to eliminate from the 
streets of the Nation’s Capital all 
who have 
heretofore or who may hereafter 
prove to be a menace to public 
It is hoped that when the 
provisions of this act become fully 
traffic accidents on 
the streets of Washington will be 
reduced to a minimum. 

These permits may be issued to 
any. individual within the age limit 
prescribed, who is mentally, moral- 
ly. and physically qualified to 
operate a motor vehicle in such a 
manner as not to jeopardize the 
safety of individuals or property. 


New Drivers Examined. 


Each applicant for a new permit 
is to be carefully examined as to 
his knowledge of the traffic regu- 
lations of the District and to dem- 
onstrate his ability to safely operdte 
a motor vehicle within a congested 
portion of the District. For those 
who apply for the renewal of an old 
permit such examination and dem- 
onstration may be waived, if the 
traffic record of the individual is 
found to be satisfactory. 

Bach applicant for a new permit 
or for a renewal is required to 
state in his application his full 
name, street number, postoffice ad- 
dress, date of birth, age, na- 
tionality, race, sex, weight, height, 
color of eyes and color of hair. The 
permit itself, when issued, will in- 
dicate the age, race, sex, color of 
hair and color of eyes. 

The object of requiring this in- 
formation is to prevent permits 
from being used by persons who are 
not entitled to them. It has been 
a common practice in Washington 
for a good many years, among a 
certain class of individuals, to ob- 
tain and use through fraudulent 
methods new permits or duplicates 
or permits issued to other people. 
This is especially true of persons 
who have made application for per- 
mits and who have, for some rea- 
son been unable to pass the ex- 
aminations or qualify. Approxi- 
mately 45 per cent of all those who 
applied for new permits during the 
past year have been rejected on 
their first examination. 

That everyone who operates a 
motor vehicle should,undereo a 
rigid examination befor being per- 
mitted to drive is best illustrated 
by an incident which occurred Sun- 
day night, July 18, about midnigit 
when two colored men, in a stolen 
automobile while being chased by 
revenue officers at a high rate of 
speed, collided with another car at 
Seventh and L streets northwest, 
fatally injuring two of the occu- 
pants of that car.. 

Neither the driver of the car 
which caused this accident nor his 
companion in crime had ever pro- 
cured an operators’ permit. 


Questions Asked. 


Applicants for renewal of permits 
to operate will be required to 
furnish the following information 
and answer the following questions 
on their application blank: 

Give in the upper left-hand 
corner of the card the number of 
the original permit. 

State whether your driving privi- 
lege has ever oeen suspended or re- 
voked in the District of Columbia or 
elsewhere. 

If so, give date, place and reason 
for same. 

Has your privilege to operate 
been restored? 

If so, give date. 

Have you been arrested since 
May 3, 1925, for any of the follow- 
ing .traffic offenses: Speed, reck- 
less driving, driving under the in- 
fluence of liquor or drugs, leaving 
after colliding, illegally passing a 
street car, failing to obey traffic sig-» 
nals, operating without a permit? 

If the questions relating to viola- 
tions are answered in the negative 
and the records show that they have 
been correctly answered, the appli- 
cation will be O, K.'’d by the examin- 
ing clerk and the permit will be 
mailed to the applicant. If the rec- 
ords indicate that the person has 
been arrested for some of these of- 
fenses, a further check will be made 
of the record, which may in some 
cases necessitate refusal to issue 
the permit or notice to the appli- 


‘and stand an examination to indi- 
cate whether, in the opinion of the 
examining officer, the permit should 


The applicant will also have to 


further examination and a a vil 
cate from a reputable physician will 
be necessary before the permit. will 
be renewed. , 

Each applicant will be required 
to fill out the form in his own 
handwriting. 

If he is unable to write it. will 
be necessary to examine his record 
to see whether ho is a persistent 
violator of traffic regulations and 
for him to give a mental test of 
his knowledge of the traffic regu- 
lations and his ability to under- 
stand traffic signals. 

All permits when issued will in- 
clude on the back a space which 
must contain the signature, in ink, 
of the person to whom it is issued. 
No permit will be valid until it 1s 
signed by the person to whom it is 
issued and no permit is, under any 
circumstances, transferable from 
one person to another. 

The permit will include a space 
for the notation of serious convic- 
tions of the traffic act, which will 
be noted by the judge of the police 
court trying the case. 5; 
The owner of the permit will be 
unable to cancel or conceal this 
record against him by simply los- 
ing the permit and applying for a 
ddplicate. If the permit is lost, 
stolen, or destroyed, a duplicate 
may be obtained by the payment 
of a fee of 50 cents, but the traffic 
record contained on the back of the 
original permit will be transferred 
to the duplicate. Soiled or worn 
permits may be replaced by a dup- 
licate without charge. 

In the application for a new per- 
mit the same information must be 
given as in the application for a 
renewal. If the applicant passes 
a satisfactory mental and physical 
test a temporary ten-day permit will 
be issued. During the ten-day 
period the record of the applicant 
is examined by the traffic bureau 
and referred to the captain of the 
precinct in which the individual 
lives, who will return the original 
application to the traffic bureau in- 
dicating approval or disapproval 
and if disapproved the reasons 
therefor. 


Record to be Kept. 


As soon as a new permit or a re- 
hewal is issued to any individual 
a traffic record card is made out for 
the individual and hereafter these 
cards will be kept up to date and 
every arrest and the disposition of 
every case against each driver will 
be kept on these cards for the im- 
mediate information of court, police 
and traffic officials. 

Applications for new permits and 
for renewals and duplicates of those 
persons who are between 16 and 18 
years of age will be made on special 


forms and the latter will require 
the signature of the parent or guar-| 
dian. Operators between 16 and| 
18 years of age can not obtain per- 
mits except for the use of passenger 
vehicles or motorcycles owned Dy 
themselves, their parent or guar- 
dian, and used solely for purposes 
of pleasure. 

A regular motor vehicle oper- 
ator’s permit will not be good to 
operate a motorcycle. Applications 
for the operation of motorcycles will 
require the filling out of a special 
form giving approximately the same 
information referred to above, but 
the demonstration tests for those 
applying for motorcycle permits is 
conducted in motorcycles, and those 
holding motorcycle permits can not 
operate automobiles until they have 
applied for and obtained a motor 
vehicle operator’s permit. 

The regular permit for an auto- 
mobile is blue; for a motorcycle, 
gray, and for persons 16 to 18 years 
of age, yellow. 

All renewed permits will be sent 
to the owners by mail in small win- 
dow envelopes which ~ ill indicate 
the name and address of the owner 
of the permit through the opening. 
This envelope should be kept in or- 
der to prevent the soiling of the 
permit when carried in the pocket. 


$3 Is Required Fee 


Remember, that in making appli- 
cation for the renewal of a permit, 


the application must be made out in 
your own handwriting with pen and 
ink, and not on the typewriter. 
Failure to observe this rule will 
cause delay in the issuance of the 
permit. 

Each application for a renewal 
must be accompanied by a check or 
money order for $3. For your own 
protection against loss. please do 
not send cash. 

It is hoped that every one in 
Washington who has a permit to 
drive will make application for its 
renewal within the next-few weeks, 
otherwise it will be necessary to ar- 
range to cancel all permits by 
names or numbers on given dates 
in order to force the renewal of 
permits before the end of the year. 
There are always procrastinating 
individuals who put off until to- 
morrow that which should be done 
today. Please do not procrastinate. 
Obtain a blank and make your ap- 
plication now and if you have a 
good record your permit will be 
mailed to you as soon as the rec- 
ords can be searched and it has 
been found that the privilege of 
operating a motor vehicle should be 
extended to you during the next 
three years.

IN MAY CASE, INDICTED 


Man Charged With Shooting 
Delaware Woman Held 
by Grand Jury. 


Carroll T. ‘gin, elevator starter 
employed in ayes building at 
Eleventh street *a#nd. Pennsylvania 
avenue northwest, was indicted yes- 
terday by the grand jury on a 
charge of assault with a dangerous 
weapon in connection with the 
shooting of Mrs. Mary May, of Wil- 
mington, Del., April 26 last, near 
the Raleigh hotel. 

According to the police Elgin 
was crazed with liquor at the time.

Comparison of the prices showed 
that 50 per cent more was charged 
at the private market in some in- 
stances, and that the average 
charge was a little over 30 per cent 
more than at the farmers’ market. 

Mr. Roberts’ statement showed 
further that on purchases in larger 
quantities, such as are usually made 
by boarding houses or for large 
families, the savings would have 
been more, the farmers preferring 
to sell in unbroken lots to dispose of 
their produce more readily. 

He showed where 431 farmers, 
cultivating 14,277 acres in truck for 
market, have permits: to sell on the 
market this season, and that many 
others bring produce to it, some 
coming 50 miles, believing it a more 
satisfactory medium for disposal of 
their products than to ship them ‘to 
commission merchants. 

During the fiscal year ended June 
30, there were 47,892 loads of pro- 
duce sold at the market at an esti- 
mated value of more than $2,000,000. 
Last Saturday alone, it is estimated, 
2,000 heads of families visited the 
market and made purchases.
